BUENOS AIRES (AP) - Military 
phot gs ee (Οἱ . Aldo Rico surren- 
ered to Joyalist troops yesterday, 
ending a three-day Tevolt zt an pi 
garrison in Monte Caseros in north- 
eastern Argentina, officials said. 

Fifth Army Corps Commander 
Gen. Humberto Ferrucci said Rico 
turced himself over “to the loyalist 
troops ... and placed his arms before 
Col. Colotti; commander of the 
Third Infantry Brigade.” 

‘The surrender ended a military 
crisis that had convulsed Argentina 
since Rico escaped. from justice last 
Thursday and on Saturday turned 


up in Monte Caseros and declared 
himself in rebellion. 

About 2,000 loyalist troops 
backed by artillery had attacked the 
compound. 

After Rico took the Monte Ca- 
seros camp Saturday, at least six 
other insurrections sprung up in oth- 
er parts of the country. 

Authorities said the other revolts 
were waning, with the unconditional 
surrender of two rebel regiments, 
one in the northwestern town of Tu- 
cuman, the other in the western 
town of San Luis. A four-hour rebel 
seizure at Buenos Aires’ metropoli-

Moslem fundamentalists, dis- 
turbed by the flagging unrest in 
the territories, have called on 
Palestinians to stage an all-out 
strike today. 

Weariness and the effects of 
prolonged curfews appear to 
have dampened the enthusiasm 
of protesters. But last night Pal- 
estinian sources warmed that the 
respite was only temporary. 
“What we have been seeing in 
recent weeks is only the tip of 
the iceberg. Things in the West 
Bank and Gaza will never go 
back to normal,” said one 
source. 

Leaflets signed by the “Uprising 
Committee” were distributed in the 
West Bank and in East Jerusalem, 


calling for a “complete standstill” by 
Palestinians, with not even private 
vehicles to be driven. And they de- 
manded that people in the territo- 
ries “continve and intensify the 


Both Palestinian and Israeli 
sources saw the leaflets as a re- 
sponse by activists to the relatively 
calm atmosphere of the last three 
days, during which over a quarter of 
a million le have been living 
eral poe iat mainly in the Gaza

Israeli experts said the committee 
was almost certainly a Moslem fun- 
damentalist organization. And they

In Gaza an estimated 300,000 
people were still restricted to their 
homes, and Palestinians claimed 
troops in the Nuseirat refugee camp 
had beaten up curfew violators.

Shamir says EC delay is blackmail

The European Parliament yester- 
day found a techmical reason — fail- 
ure to translate the documents in 
time -- to postpone the ratification 
vote on trade agreements with Isra- 
el. At the same time Prime Minister 
Shamir accused the European Com- 
munity of “blackmail” by deliber- 
ately delaying ratification after the 
recent turmoil in the territories. 

Shamir, who was briefing the

stantial damage” to Israeli farmers. 
Though the Strasbourg adjourn- 
ment was for “technical reasons,” it 
followed a period of intensive Israeli 
lobbying to have the vote postponed 
until a more suitable period. 
Failure to ratify the agreement 
would have been considered a se~ 
vere blow to Israel's prestige 
throughout western Europe. 


The European Parliament is’ 


elected by the 12 nations of the Eu- 
ropean Community. The parlia- 
ment’s Commission for Economic 
Relations with a Third Party formal- 
ly decided to adjourn the vote “as 
the protocols have not been translat- 
ed, as regulations demand, into the 
community's Dine official lan- 
guages.” The parliament's bureau, 
presided over by Britain's Lord 
Plum, recommended the adjourn- 
ment, and the 24-member Commit- 
tee on External Economic Relations 
Jater approved its decision. 
According to EC rules, ratifica- 
tion must be carried by 260 “ayes” 
out of a total membership of 518 
deputies. Abstentions are counted 
as “noes.” Should parliament have 
failed to approve the ratification, all

Olmert calls for unilateral 
pullout from Arab centres

Prime Minister Shamir’s attempts to 
negotiate an autonomy settlement 
with Egypt would be successful. 

But, he said, if that failed and it 
proved impossible to negotiate with 
the residents of the West Bank, Isra- 
el should gradually reduce its pres- 
ence there to the extent of with- 
drawing the IDF and military 
government from the area. He said 
that the army could take up strategic 
positions outside the West Bank. 

“The advantage (of the proposal) 
is that jt enables Israel to take the 
initiative in the political field and I 
definitely envisage the possibility 
that it will be adopted by the gov- 
ernment,” Olmert said later in an 
interview with Israel Radio. 

He denied any connection be- 
tween his suggestion and the pro- 
posals made by his Herut colleague 
Moshe Amirav. 

Briefing the committee earlier, 
Shamir said that he would continue 
his correspondence with Egyptian 
President Hosni Mubarak regarding 
the situation in the areas.

An election war at this time, Sha- 
mir said, would “damage Israel and 
weaken it in the eyes of the Arabs.” 

“We must first rebuff and fight 
the rioters, return order to the terri- 
tories, and only then take time to 
arrange things between ourselves,” 
Shamir said. 

Labour Party circles expressed 
scepticism last night whether Peres’s 
enthusiasm for early elections, 
voiced yesterday in Kiryat Ata, 
where he was granted the freedom 
of the city, would indeed result in an 
earlier ballot date. 

Labour is wary of “repeating last 
Summer's disgrace.”” party sources 
said, referring to the party’s widely 
publicized failure to persuade other 
parties to support early elections. 

More disconcerting for Labour, 
however, is the possibilty that even 
if a parliamentary majority for early 
elections could be secured, the Li- 
kud could exploit parliamentary ma- 
neuvers in order to postpone them 
until summer.

British Liberals move toward 
merger with Social Democrats 


LONDON (Reuter) -- Leaders of 
Britain's Liberal Party, fighting off a 
“rebellion over terms for a planned 
merger with the Social Democrats 
(SDP). approved yesterday a policy 
paper that could pave the way to 
union, Liberal officials said. 

The Liberal Party’s 17 members 
of the House of Commons, as well 
as peers from the House of Lords, 
unanimously accepted the paper at 
an hour-long meeting. 

Agreement came three days after 
party officials threw out an earlier 
draft denounced by some as 2 be- 


trayal of principles. 

Details of the document, agreed 
to on Sunday night by a six-man 
joint negotiating team, have been 
kept secret. 


The paper, aimed at creating a 
new political force to challenge Con- 
servative Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher, was due to be considered 
by a full meeting of the SDP-Liberal 
negotiating comunittee last night. 

One group vowed at the 
weekend it would muster the one- 
third vote necessary to kili the plan 
at a specia] congress next Saturday.

Meanwhile, a prosecutor probing 
Nukem GmbH company said inves- 
tigators have not found any evi- 
dence that the firm illegally diverted 
weapons-grade nuclear material to 
Libya or Pakistan. 

Nukem's supervisory board said 
the company’s two most senior offi- 
cials, Gerhard Hackstein and Peter- 
Jelinek Fink, were being suspended 
until the affair 1s cleared ‘up. In a 
statement, the board said the man- 
agement of Nukem will be taken 
over by the chemical concer De- 
gussa AG of Frankfurt, which holds 
a 35-per cent stake in Nukem. 

|The management reshuffle at Nu- 
kem was expected since authorities 
shut down the company last Thurs- 
day amid a probe into alleged illegal 
transportations of nuclear waste by 
its subsidiary Transpuklear GmbH, 


West Germany's largest hauler of 
nuclear waste. Both companies are 
based in Hanau, just outside 
Frankfurt. 

*‘ramsnuklear’s licence was with- 
drawn in December, following the 
di:covery of nearly 2.500 barrels of 
radioactive nuclear waste that were 
stored throughout the country after 
they had been illegally shipped to 
West Germany from a nuclear cen- 
ter in Mol, Belgium. 

Environment Minister Klaus 
Toepfer ordered Nukem's shutdown 
on Thursday, saying its managers 
had failed to notify authorities about 
the illegal shipments although they 
allegedly knew about them for a 
long time. He had also demanded a 
management reshuffle at Nukem. 

Albert Farwick. the Hanau prose- 
cutor in charge of the probe, said 
yesterday investigators had not 
found any evidence of illegal ship- 
ments of nuclear 
material. But he said the probe was 
continuing.

Aborigines cry ‘shame, shame’ as 
Australia welcomes ‘first fleet’ 


SYDNEY (Reuter) -- About 600 ab- 
origines and their supporters shout- 
ed “shame, shame” yesterday when 
nine square-rigged vessels sailed 
into a Sydney bay to celebrate the 
arrival of the first European settlers 
to Australia 200 years ago. 

But more than 6,000 other Aus- 
tralians cheered and cracked bottles 
of champagne to welcome the “first 
fleet" to Botany Bay after its eight- 
month voyage. from Portsmouth. 
Britain. 

The fleet will end its 20,000 km. 
journey at Sydney harbour on Janu- 
ary 26, 200 years to the day after 
Captain Arthur Philip first hoisted 
the British flag on Australian soil. 

Philip had shepherded his 11-ship 
fleet of 1.070 people, mostly con- 


victs, across largely unchartered wa- 
ters to Botany Bay. He deemed the 
site unsuitable and travelled north 
ta Sydney Cove where he estab- 
lished camp. 

Aborigme leaders have declared 
1988 a year of mourning for ances- 
tors kilied by early white settlers. 

“Our peaceful protest is to show 
all white Australians that we have 
survived,” said Kevin Tory, spokes- 
man for the National Coalition of 
Aboriginal Organizations. 

Aborigines now form only 1 per 
cent of Australia's 16 million popu- 
lation, Aborigine leaders said thou- 
sands of indigenous people would 
converge on Sydney on April 26 to 
vent their anger at the re-enactment 
of the first fleet landing. 


Lull in 5. African shantytown 
war ends with seven people dead 


JOHANNESBURG (Reuter) ~ A 


‘luil in-the shantytown war pear the 


South African city of Pietermaritz~ 
burg ended on Sunday when seven 
people were killed, including a two- 
year-old boy shot dead in his moth- 
er’s arms, police said yesterday. 

It was one of the highest one-day 
death tolls in the black- against- 
black violence pitting the Zulu- 
dominated Inkatha Movement 
against the leftist United Democrat- 
ic Front (UDF) in their struggle to 
dominate the area. 

Already this month 53 people 
have died, according to unofficial 
figures compiled by a church moni- 
toring group. The casualty toll ac- 
cording to the police is about 44. 

The worst spate of killings this 
month was on January 2 when 10 
people died. The mayhem, which 
takes the form mainly of hit-and-run 
attacks on people and property, 
seemed to dwindle in the past week. 

Police said the two-year-old boy 
died when black gunmen attacked a 
group of people. One of six other 
victims burned to death in a house 
hit by a petrol-bomb. Others died of 


knife and bullet wounds. 

December, when 75 died, has so 
far been the worst month in the 
feuding. that has traumatized the 
sprawl of shantytowns in the hills 
west of Natal province's capital city. 

UDF followers said yesterday 
tension was heightened by rumours 
that Inkatha reinforcements would 
move into the area in the next day or 
two. 

Peace talks between Inkatha and 
the UDF organized by the white-led 
Pietermaritzburg Chamber of Com- 
merce, plus a jointly-endorsed 
peace call published Jast week, have 
come to nothing. 

Early this month police said they 
were beefing up their presence in 
the townships and they pledged to 
end the violence. Police have also 
said they act neutrally in the conflict 
— ἃ statement vigorously disputed by 
the UDF. 

Inkatha President Mangosuthu 
Buthelezi issued a statement yester- 
day saying that while the movement 
was dedicated to seeking peace, its 
members had a right to defend 
themselves.

Alarmed, she rushed to her doc- 
tor.

where she was urged to undergo sur- 
S€ry to determine the precise nature 
of the lump.

The same goes for the 
tot with the hernia who was sup- 
posed to be operated on six months 
ago and is dreadfully scared of the 
whole thing, and whose parents are 
even more nervous. The patient 
who ‘only’ needs a cataract opera- 
tion and has ‘only’ been waiting for 
a year and whose vision is extremely 
impai. will have to continue to 
suffer a loss vt vision somewhat 
lo .” he said grimly. 

Ponsonenent bere will not lead 
to immediate dire consequences, 
but behind the need for such elec- 
tive surgery there is always a human 
story. Putting off the operation 
means more suffering for a longer 
time. This is a travesty from a hu- 
mane point of view and sometimes 
from a medical one too,” Shahar 
stated. 

One of the doctors in an internal 
medicine ward told The Post yester- 
day of an elderly male patient with 
serious cardiac problems who need- 
ed to have prostate surgery. He was 
scheduled for the operation twice 
and removed from the list at the last 
moment both times. ‘This resulted 
in infections, each of which lowered 
his overall ability to withstand the 
operation and meant repeated hos- 
pi tion — which also cost the 
taxpayer something. He is now in 
the ward suffering from massive 
blood poisoning. Should he pull 
through, the surgery will be a far 
more complicated affair than it 
might otherwise have been,” she 
said.

Galilee Jewish councils seek ties with Arab peers

KFAR CTAVOR -- Heads of local 
and regional Jewish councils in Gali- 
lee plan to establish closer ties with 
their Arab coun: in the re- 
gion following the “shock” of tast 
month's violence-marred general 
strike of the Israeli Arab sector. 
The decision was taken unani- 
muusly at a meeting here last week 
_ of the Galilee Councils’ Committee, 
“hich incorporates all the Jewish 
local authorities in the region from 
the Golan Heights and Metulla to 
Bert Shean. 
“We believe that lack of coordi- 
nuteun and cooperation between 


heads of the Jewish and Arab settle- 
ments was one of the reasons why 
Arab extremists could take over on 
the day of the strike.” said Kfar 
Tavor local council head, Micha 
Goldman. 

“We plan to arrange a meeting 
with the heads of all the Arab coun- 
cils in Galilee in the near future, 
continue these contacts and thereby 
strengthen relations. We believe 
that in doing so we will strengthen 
the moderate leaders who comprise 
the majority in this region. We also 
hope that these-meetings will lead to 
closer ties between Jewish and Arab 
residents and create greater 
understanding.” 


Goldman, a member of the Gali- 
fee councils’ management commit- 
tee, said they had been deeply dis- 
turbed and shocked by the violent 
clashes that erupted in Nazareth, 
Umm el-Fahm and other Arab cen- 
tres in the country during the 
“Peace Day” strike. 

Goldman stressed that. despite 
demographic problems in Galilee, 
the future of Jews and Arabs in the 
region was intertwined and lay in 
more cooperation and coordination. 

They maintained that by the year 
2000 Jews would be in the minority 
in Galilee unless the government 
took steps to create job opportuni- 
ties for academics and demobilized 


soldiers and assist farming 
communities. 

They said the majority of those 
who left were hoping to find jobs in 
the central region of the country, 
while others had gone abroad. 

Goldman emphasized that these 
measures did not mean they were 
opposed to Arabs living in the area. 
“On the contrary, we want them to 
continue living in Galilee and we 
believe that the government should 
also provide them with the funds for 
proper municipal services, educa- 
tion, housing and industry. This will 
also ensure greater friendship and 
closer ties between the communi- 
ties."

The guest and his host, Mayor 


Yigal Bibi. were delayed an hour by 
other meetings. This gave me a 
chance to refresh my memory about 
how the 15-man (also segregated; πὸ 
woment council divides up political- 
iv. Ido this from time to time. Each 
time I sit down with some informant 
tu run through it. our session soon 
draws kibitzers who begin arguing 
about wha split into what, and 
which separate list went where after 


the last election. 

Although politics is the name of 
most games played ini both national 
and local leagues, it's not all that 

‘important locally, except for hand- 
ing out plums. Party ideology has 
little to do with sariitation, traffic 
control, city planning. or tax collec- 
tion. Education is another matter: it 

“might just be that the interests of 
religious parties lie more at the local 
than the national level. 

When Der’i and Bibi arrived, the 
mayor outlined ‘the city’s fiscal 
needs, after quoting’ Rabbi Yo- 
hanan on the close connection be- 
tween heart and pocket. (Bibi is the 
only mayor in the country who be- 
longs to the National Religious Par- 
ty, but was elected for this term, his 
second, as an independent.) Aside 
from tourism, he said, Tiberias’ 
most notable industry is making 


large families: we have the largest of 
any northern town. 

Then the heads of each of the five 
parties in the mayor's broad coali- 
tion (13 out of the 15 members) rose 
to speak. The Likud man (five mem- 
bers; two initially elected, joined by 
three later splitniks) took the oppor- 
tunity to thank certain ministers 
who had come to town and done so 
much: the ministers of industry and 
trade, of housing, and of tourism. 
And sat down. 

The Alignment man, who also 
heads the Histadrut here, appealed 
for a sign that the Interior Ministry 
is not concemed solely with reli- 
gious matters. and in the name of 
secular humanism asked for a nice 
new sports stadium. (The Align- 
ment has four members - three 
elected, one late joiner who came 
from somewhere else in some huff.) 
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Then came the NRP (three elect- 
ed, plus one returned to the fold 
from Tami); the Agudat Yisrael 
man (two elected, one went else- 
where, and I'm sorry I don’t remem- 
ber to whom); and the guest's party, 
Shas (one).

handouts. 


And finally, the star. This hugely 
politicized young rabbi had them all 
eating out of his hand from the start. 
He remained seated, and spoke in

‘idea in a town noted for noise. 


His ministry, he said with earnest 
conviction, deals with all aspects of 
life and certainly not only religious 
affairs.

. Heart-luag transplants. per- 
formed in England and in the U.S. 
on 21 cystic fibrosis (CF) patients, 
may provide one cure for the genetic 
disease that clogs the breathing pas- 
sages with thick mucous and affects 
one out of 1,600 babies. 

Although one-third of the trans- 
plant patients died from infection, 
rejection or hemorrhage, the re- 
placed lungs in the survivors showed 
no sign of CF two years after the 
transplants. 

Fifteen of the heart-lung trans- 
plants for CF patients were per- 
formed at Brompton Hospital ‘in 
West London. All the patients were 
aged 16 to 30. Two have survived at 
least five years and four more than 
six months. 

The surgery is less successful 
among patients suffering from an 
advanced case of CF. and a complex 
questionnaire on the patient's 
breathing, oxygen levels, weight 
and other factors help doctors find 
suitable candidates. 

The Cystic Fibrosis Foundation is 
holding its annual door-to-door 
fund-raising campaign today, during 
which it hopes to raise money for 
treatment, research and information 
on the disease. The foundation is 
located at 5 Rehov Binyamini in Tel 
Aviv (phone 03-218763 or 269620). 

Aside from organ transplants, re- 


searchers at the Toronto Children’s 
Hospital and at Cambridge Univer- 
sity are searching for a genetic solu- 
tion to the disease. Last year, scien- 
tists discovered the chromosome on 
which the gene that causes CF is 
found. Now, they are trying to pin 
down the gene's exact location, and 
they regard this as ‘just a matter of 
time.” 


ff they succeed, it will be possible 
to diagnose CF in the fetus and lo- 
cate adult carriers who themselves 
do not suffer from the symptoms. 
This will also facilitate the treatment 
of CF patients. 


Parents who carry the CF gene 
have a 25 per cent chance of having 
a CF baby, and a 50 per cent chance 
of having a child who is a healthy 
carrier. During the first few months 
of his life, a CF baby suffers from 
pneumonia, caused by the build-up 
of thick mucous that causes damage 
to the lungs. Food is digested incom- 
pletely, and most of it, along with 
important vitamins, is eliminated. A 
high concentration of salt in the per- 
spiration often provides the first sign 
of the disease. 

Treatment includes physiothera- 
py. a special diet, and antibiotics 
and drugs, which could mean taking 
40 to 60 tablets a day. Early diagno- 
sis is important. Although CF pa- 
tients usually die young, some have 
lived through their 30s and 40s.

WINTER MEANS battery trouble 
for many drivers who, after a cold 
and rainy night, can't get their cars 
started in the morning. Too many 
drivers treat their battery as if it 
were a- harmless device when, in 
fact, their carelessness can result in 
serious injury. 

Joe Kreiden, the well-known 
automotive engineer, warns drivers 
about car batteries in the latest issue 
of Kupat Holim Clalit's Eianimn 
monthly. If you refill yours with dis- 
tilled water, do so slowly because 
the sulphuric acid solution inside 
can damage the eyes as well as the 
clothing and shoes. If the battery 
solution spurts out on the face and 
-hands, he advises to wash quickly 
with large amounts of cold water 
and to seek medical help. 

One should never “top up" a bat- 
tery when the motor is running be- 
cause then the alternator charges 
the battery and the solution bub- 
bles. Also, never go near a battery 
with a lit cigarette, as this can cause 
the acids and gases to explode. 
Some “clever” do-it-yourselfers try 
to test the power by linking the posi- 
tive anode and negative cathode 
with a metal plier to get a spark. 
This can send -you to the hospital, 
Kreiden warms. 

If you use “jumper cables” to re- 
.. charge your sickly battery with an- 
"3, other car's help, always be extreme- 

ly careful to attach one cable to both 
anodes and the second cable to each 
cathode, never allowing contact be- 
tween the two, or you'll not only 
ruin the two batteries but are liable 
to get a bad shock.

WHILE 10,000 people, mostly teen- 
agers, tumed out in Tel Aviv for a 
rally last Saturday night in support 
of an Israeli constitution, many Is- 
raeli women leaders, academicians 
and legislators are voicing their 
Geep-seated opposition to it. 

Speaking out at several public fo- 
Tums in the past few weeks, the 
women fear that the proposed con- 
stitution, drafted by a group of Tei 
Aviv University law professors 
headed by Prof. Uriel Reichman, 
will not help — and may even hurt — 
‘women's status in our society. Their 
opposition was exacerbated by the 
fact that the committee did not in- 
clude a single woman member. 

. In principle, most of these speak- 
ers agree with the need for a consti- 
tution. In practice, they believe that 
the wording of this particular ver- 
sion could be twisted such that wom- 
en would be entrapped in a male 
chauvinistic stranglehold. 

The draft of this proposed consti- 
tution, completed in August, con- 
tains 213 clauses, among them a 
“bill of rights” and a recipe for radi- 
cal change in Israel’s electoral and 
parliamentary system. The draft has 
yet to be reviewed by the Knesset. 

“We all need a bill of rights.” Dr. 
Frances Raday, senior lecturer in 
law at Hebrew University. said last 
week at the university's monthly 
Programme on Sex Differences 
symposium. “But why do we need it 
particularly in the form of a 
constitution?” 

She claimed that this proposed 
constitution, which offers no affir- 
mative action for women, may cost 
women dearly and give the Knesset 
the freedom to initiate laws that will 
encourage inequality. 

. “There would be no national con- 
sensus for a constitution that I 
would sign,” she said, “‘so our strug- 
gle must be to prevent backsliding 
and to arrive at solutions for specific 

There is still a huge gap 
between men and women. [15 not 
enough to legislate arithmetic 
equality.” 

Israeli women stil] live with subor- 
dinate status under a patriarchal le- 
gal system, the law lecturer stressed, 
that is manifested by economic dis- 
crimination against women, lack of 
political representation, and vio- 
lence in the streets and at home 
against women. 


Raday, who also chairs the legal 
committee of the Israel Women's 
Network, a non-partisan lobbying 
organization, said that the Network 
supports the concept of equatity un- 
der the constitution, but the present 
draft is inadequate. 

“It seems as though the political 
forces leading to a constitution don't 
seem to be the kind that will bring a 
bill of tights into practice. At the 
moment, ver, we're saying that 
even a theoretical constitution 
should express a concept of equality 
that would benefit women. Women 
are half the population and a consti- 
tution that does not represent 50 per 
cent of the population does not rep- 
resent the nation.” 


TAKING A more general tack, MK 
Shutamit Aloni (CRM), a staunch 
campaigner for citizens’ rights, sug- 
gested at the same forum. that 
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Women wary of constitution idea 


mulate the Basic Law: Human

In 
the Fifth Knesset, former MK Hans 
Klinghofer (Liberal) proposed an 
Equal Rights Law which was never

Just as “Tel Aviv was shown to be 
more important than women” when 
coalition politics led the city's mayor 
to vote last month against women 
participating in selecting the chief 
Ashkenazi rabbi, she saiJ, “In Isra- 
el, the state is considered more im- 
portant than its citizens." 


Israel is one of only three demo- 


cratic nations — including Great Brit- 
ain and New Zealand — that lack a 
constitution, Aloni noted, adding 
that the passage of such legislation 
does not guarantee civil rights. as in 
Chile and South Afnca. 

“We want a proper legal system,” 
she argued, one that guarantees and 
supports human rights for all of its 
citizens. 

“When I was in the United Na- 


tions, I saw many countries with a 
wonderful constitution but between 
that and practice there was no rela- 
tion.” commented Labour MK Ta- 
mar Eshel, speaking from the sym- 
posium audience. 

“We want a good constitution.” 
she said, “but I'm very fearful of the 
stampede™ to support the current 
version. which has included such Li- 
kud supporters as Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir. Eshel noted that 
she disagrees with the use of terms 
such as “democracy” without clarifi- 
cation of their meaning. 

“As long as there is no constitu- 
tion, we can fight (discrimination) in 
the Supreme Court.” she said. add- 
ing that she is apprehensive that af- 
ter a constitution is enacted, it will 
be even more difficult to do so. 


AT A RECENT Na’‘amat-spon- 
sored symposium in Tel Aviv, Dr. 
Ruth Ben- Yisrael, assistant dean of 
the Tel Aviv University law faculty. 
suggested that the proposed consti- 
tution would repeal all the benefits 
women now enjoy without really 
making them more equal. 

“Everything has to be spelled out 
because we know from experience 
that we can’t depend on the courts 
to give us equality.” said Ben- 
Yisrael. 

Dr. Ariel Rosen-Zvi, a Tel Aviv 
law lecturer who is among the au- 
thors of the proposed constitution, 
responded at the event by accusing 
women of being “afraid™ of equality 
and seeking paternalism. Affirma- 
tive action and other “special bene- 
fits” for women such as serving 
shorter periods in the army or not 
being in combat units would not be 
prohibited by the constitution. he 
added. 

(Quipped Raday, who was also 
present, “A third year of army ser- 
vice will not create equality. What's 
another year of serving coffee?) 

Na’amat Secretary-General Ma- 
sha Lubelsky. who summed up the 
discussion, advocated a bill of 
rights, providing equal rights: for 
women, as well as a constitution τ- 
but not the one currently under 
discussion. 

“I follow the principle of planting 
a tree now and waiting for it to bear 
fruit in future years. After all, no- 
body knows what will be after the 
coming elections.”

The Kremlin’s point man 


SMILING Mikhail Gorbachev has 
made his name synonymous with 
change in the Soviet Union. Those 
who pin their hopes on glasnost, 
however, would have done well to 
study the faces of Gorbachev's un- 
derlings at last month's summit. 
Among them, an ominous face was 
recognized — that of veteran Soviet 
“point man™ Samuil Zivs. To under- 
stand Zivs, some would say. it to 
understand the unchanging nature 
of Soviet ideology. 

_Samuil Ziv, Soviet Jew and anti- 
Zionist, law professor, and propa- 
gandist. Held up by the Soviet 
Union as an authority on human 
rights and Jewish affairs: reviled in 
the West as an apologist for

To understand Samuil 
Zivs, some would say, is to 
understand the unchanging 
nature of Soviet ideology. 
a ον ΘΒΒΒΝΝΌΝΟΝΝ 
Persecution, , 
Bom in Riga, Latvia, Zivs tried 
early in his career to change his eth- 
nic designation from “Jew™ to “Lat- 
bene according to former Soviet 
lawyer Konstantin Simis, now living 
in the U.S.. who knew him at the 
time. Although unsuccessful in that 
career move, Zivs'’s ambition and 
intellectual ability set him on a 
course which has led to positions of 
Prestige and influence in the Soviet 
Union. His titles include Professor 


of Law, First Deputy Vice President ' 


of the Soviet Anti-Zionist Commit- 
tee, and Vice President of the Asso- 
Ciation of Soviet lawyers. 
NOW AT the pinnacle of his career, 
Zivs, in the words of Simis and his 
wife. former Soviet. lawyer Dina Ka- 
minskaya, is “the KGB's trusted 
man... {one of] the few dozen privi- 
leged Jews who are assigned to justi- 
fy and disguise the anti-Semitic poli- 
Cies of the authorities.” 
Last March, it was Zivs who ap- 
peared on 60 Minutes, intoning that 
"there is no Jewish problem in the 


USSR" (though he conceded there’ 


might be a problem for individual 
Jews). 

Former refuseniks dispute Zivs’s 
version of reality. They tell of a 
“Jewish problem” of spirit-crushing 
Proportions. Last month, at a Phoe- 
nix, Arizona synagogue, former re- 
fusenik Maria Slopak spoke poi- 
gnantly of the plight of Soviet Jews: 

“If Jewish children go to the syna- 
gogue...the next morning they will 
be reported to their schools by the 
KGB. And if Jewish teenagers are

seen outside the synagogue, just be- 
ing present there, they are expelled 
from college....“ 

Zivs bas not confined his propa- 
ganda to Jews. In 1982, he published 
The Anatomy of Lies, which vilifies, 
among others, Amnesty Interna- 
tional, Soviet dissidents Yuri Orlov 
and Vladimir Bukavsky, Ukrainian 
rights activists Vasyl Stus and My- 
kola Rudenko, Lithuanian rights 
Balys Gajauskas and Viaktoras Pet- 
kus. The list of those reviled by Zivs 
reads like a Who's Who of Soviet 
human rights heroes. : 

As ἃ propagandist, Zivs is re- 
markably versatile. 

Take Zivs as a literary critic. Re- 
garding Ukrainian poet Vasyl Stus, 
who at the time of his death in a 
Soviet labour camp was under con- 
sideration for a Nobel Prize in litera- 
ture, Zivs writes: “Stus believes in 
cultivating vulgar chauvinism and 
giving priority to narrow local inter- 
6515.... 


Or take Zivs as a historian. Re. 
garding the Soviet seizure of Lithua- 
nia in 1940, Zivs writes: “Lithuania 
was proclaimed a Soviet Socialist 
Republic by the freely elected repre- 
sentatives of the Lithuanian people 
on July 21, 1940... After the war, 
only a handful of Nazi hangers-on- 
.--continued to resist Lithuania's be- 
ing a Soviet Republic.” 

Or as a legal scholar. In the Soviet 
Union, Zivs explains, the status of 
all religious organizations “is deter- 
mined legally, in an orderly, precise 
and detailed manner, all aspects of 
securing actual freedom of con- 
δείξη being provided for by the 

Ww." 


TT IS, however, as an “anti-Zionist” 
that Zivs has made his mark. In bis 
position as First Deputy Vice Presi- 
dent of the Soviet Anti-Zionist 
Committee, Zivs oversees the day- 
to-day affairs of an agency set up by 
the Soviets in 1983 to destroy the 
Jewish emigration movement 
through propaganda defaming Jew- 


‘ish activists and the State of Israel. 


Zivs is also vice president of the 


_“Association of Soviet Lawyers,” a 


Soviet propaganda agency which 
Presents itself deceptively to the 
non-Soviet world as a bar associa- 
tion similar to the American Bar 
Association, with which it has offi- 
cial ties. Publisher of the virulent 
anti-Zionist White Book, the Asso- 
ciation of Soviet Lawyers was re- 
cently described by the San Francis-

co Bay Area Council on Soviet 
Jewry as “perhaps the most sophisti-

Asan officer of the Association of 
Soviet Lawyers, Zivs for the 
Soviet “legal profession.” He has 
ridiculed the idea that 400,000 Jews 
are being denied the right to emi- 
grate. Zivs calls this “ἃ propaganda 
canard” and says that the Soviet 
Union's “reserves” of refuseniks 
“are now practically running out.” 

When confronted with individual 
tragedy, Zivs is coid and hard. Asa 
human rights spokesman for the So- 
viets at the Iceland summit, Zivs 
scolded a Jewish emigre, whose par- 
ents were being denied exit visas to 
join their son: “I do not believe that

your case is an example of a re- 
union. It is a case of a division. 
When you left the Soviet Union, 
you left your parents and created 
the situation.” : 


HIDING the Big Lie behind false 
statistics, Zivs claimed in 1982 that 
“98.4 per cent of those wishing to 
emigrate have been granted and 1.6 
per cent have been refused exit vi- 
sas." That same year, Zivs used the 
“brain drain” argument against 
Jewish emigration, writing: “Zionist 
circles, seeking to multiply the in- 
flux of manpower to Israel, exagger- 
ate the probiem of refusals... to tra- 
ly fantastic dimensions.” - 

Gorbachev himself, on the eve of 
the summit, employed the same ra- 
tionale (the “brain drain") on U.S. 
television, disparaging the emigra- 
tion movement and narrowing the 
window of hope for 400,000 Soviet 
Jews. 

Relying on the limitless capacity 
of Americans for self-delusion, So- 
viet “pointmen” will continue to 
employ propaganda -- in plain En- 
glish, lies -- as a substitute for pro- 
gress. We in the West must resolve 
that deeds, not words from “point 
men” like Zivs, will be the measure 
of progress in the Soviet Union.

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A NEW REFUSENIK has come to 
the fore, not from Moscow or Len- 
ingrad this time, but from Kishinev, 
in the southwest comer of Russia- 

He is computer engineer-pro- 
grammer Alexander (Sasha) Kogan. 
34, who was fired from two jobs last 
year because of his refusal to work 
on Shabbat. One of the organizers 
of the Jewish culture and history 
seminar in Kishinev in the fall of 
1986, he gives the group a Tora les- 
son (Bible and commentaries) every 
Wednesday evening. 

A debunking, three-part article 
published last April.in both the So- 
verskaya Moldavia and the Evening 
Kishinev about Kogan’s group of re- 
fuseniks, putting them in an obnox- 
ious light, ted him to file a suit for 
defamation against the author. jour- 
nalist Igor Tronin. 

Tronin describes Kogan as “the 
head of ail Jewish activists in the 
USSR” and charges that, while he 
spreads Zionist propaganda in order 
to get others to go to Israel. he has: 
no intention of going himself. He 
bahirged rather remain in the Us 
and enjoy the special privileges | 
refusenik status provided by Zionist 
organizations. 

He also accuses Kogan of dissemi- 
nating anti-Soviet propaganda, and 
claims. that he has had “conflicts” 
with fellow refusenik jeader Osip 
Lokshin over the division of parcels. 
from abroad. “Lokshin comes in 
confidently first, with more than 20 
parcels since 1982.....Kogan is a long 
way from being champion, with six 
parcels. But he started jate in the 
scrounging stakes..." ν 

Tronin further taxes Kogan 
using his wife’s demands for child- 
maintenance as a pretext for not 
leaving the USSR. 


WHAT distinguishes Tronin’s arti-. 


cle from others of its breed is that it 
publicizes the home addresses and 
places of work of the seminar partic- 
ipants.

Rudolf Kuznetsov, national head 
of Ovir, seems to agree. He wrote in 
the New Times of July 10, 1987 that 
such disputes should be decided in 
court (and not left in the hands of 
the divorced couple), implying that 
this lacuna in Soviet legislation re- 
quires rectification. 

WHEN KOGAN was fired from his 
job as chief programmer at a refrig- 
erator factory early last year, he had 
been working there for about seven 
years.

British Jews split over Jakobovits honour 


SIR Immanuel Jakobovits, chief rab- 
bi of the British Commonwealth, 
has been elevated to the House of’ 
Lords. But Britain's normally close- 
knit Jewish community is of differ- 
ent minds over the singular honour 
bestowed upon its official religious 
leader and mentor. 

Jacobovits, who will be 67 next 
month, was one of only three new 
barons on the Queen's New Year 
Honours List. He will sit in the 
1,200-member. upper house of Par- 
liament, along ‘with the archbishops 
of Canterbury and York, the leaders 
of the Church of Scotland, the 
Methodists, and other free 
churches. 

- He is the first chief rabbi so hon- 
oured. But this has raised charges in 
some Jewish and non-Jewish quar- 
ters that his accession was due to a

political and social outlook shared 
by Britain's Conservative Prime 
Minister Margarét Thatcher. It is 
Thatcher who compiles the yearly 


honours list on behalf of Queen - 


Elizabeth II. 

Differences of opinion have aris- 
en within the Board of Deputies of 
British Jews, the overal]-representa- 
tive body of Anglo-Jewry. Its .presi- 
dent, Dr. Lionel Kaplowitz, hailed 
the new Lord Jakobovitz as a 
spokesman for the nation. [ἢ his 21 
years as chief rabbi, Jacobovits has 
“changed the face of British Jewry,” 
Kaplowitz declared. 

But Dr. Geoffrey Alderman, an 
Orthodox university don and mem- 


ber of the Board of Deputies, took 
another view. Speaking for a small 
but vocal gerup, who contend that 
the Jewish community made an un- 
acceptable concession on shehita 
(ritual slaughter), following a recent 
government report on animal wel- 
fare, Alderman said by giving Jako- 
bovits a peerage, the prime minister, 
delivered a “slap in-the.face™ to the 
Jewish community. 

It is generally believed Jacobovits 
owes his barony less to his work for 
the Jewish community than to his 
public pronouncements and writ- 
ings on secular matters that en- 
deared him to Thatcher. He appears 
to embody many of the Victorian 


values on family purity and the work 
ethic cherished by the prime minis~ 
ter. His opinions on homosexuality [δ᾽ 
Aids, urban poverty, and terrorism 
were in many cases more to her 
liking than those of leaders of the 
Church of England. 

While Jakobovits admirers in — 
and out of the Jewish community 
are many, ‘his critics fear that, from 
now on, he will be viewed by the 
world as the spokesman of British 
Tewry on all issues. wie PMS 

The chief rabbi has been contro- 
versiai in the past, mainly because of 
his outspoken criticism of some Is- 
raeli policies, which alienated many 
Jews. Now he may have earned envy 
if not resentment, among Roman 
Catholics, whose bishops are cur- 
rently excluded from the House of 
Lords. (JTA) 


JERUSALEM, CHRISTIANITY AND ISLAM * 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

In connection with Gershon 
Mamilak's essay, “Jerusalem: Histo- 
ry and Christian-Moslem Myth” 
Ganuary 5), the following points 
might also be noted: 
O Christianity was born in Antioch. 
Rome, Alexandra, Ephesus — not in 
Jerusalem. Jerusalem, its Temple, 
the Laws of Moses, and Judaism 
were rejected by the early Christian 
establishment, which claimed that 
the Jews had been disinherited and 
replaced by the new People of God. 
The destruction of Jerusalem and 
the Temple was proof of this. 
Hence, in his attempt to bring back 
the ancient gods of Rome, Emperor 
Julian the Apostate proposed to re- 
build the Temple in Jerusalem as 
proof that Christianity was merely a 
Jewish heresy and not Judaism's di- 
vinely appointed heir. 
Some ecclesiastical authorities to- 


day still have the problem inherited 
from those days: the return of the 
Jews to Israel and Jerusalem could 
mean that Jerusalem's destruction 
and the Exile were neither divine 
punishment nor proof of Christian- 
ity’s election. 
D Jerusalem's theological impor- 
tance in Islam can be judged from 
the comparison with Mecca and its 
‘region, where it is forbidden to shed 
blood, hunt, or cut trees, and where 
no non-Moslem has ever been al- 
lowed to live or even visit; no such 
rules were ever made with respect to 
Jerusalem or the Temple Mount. 

But factual errors in the article, 
including the following, diminished 
its credibility and effect: 

1. Hadrian never offered the Jews 
a plan to rebuild the Temple: that 
was Julian the Apostate two centu- 
Ties later. 

2. There was no “Bishop of Soph- 


ronius” with whom Caliph Omar 
reached “his peace arrangements”: 
the patriarch of Jerusalem was Bish- 
op Sophronius. And there was no 
peace arrangement: the city had sur- 
rendered to Omar, who is said to 
have given Sophronius a guarantee 
of religious freedom in an apparent- 
ly later document called the Cove- 
nant of Omar. 

3. Frederick ΠῚ cannot even re- 
motely be described as “the crusad- 
ing Emperor,” He wrote or commis- 
sioned a work entitled The Three 
Impostors,. namely Moses, Jesus, 
and Mohammed; he had Jewish, 
Arab and Christian scholars at his 
court in Palermo; and to remove an 
excommunication undertook what 
only technically was a crusade, buy- 
ing (not ἃ free gift) a 40-year lease of 
free access to Jerusalem. minus the 
Temple Mount, from the sultan of 
Egypt. 


Jerusalem is not “‘mentioned in 
the Koran as one of seven places 


visited by Mohammed in his noctur- © 


nal vision before ascending to heay- 
en.” In the Koran, Mohammed did 
not visit seven places; he passed 
through seven heavens after visiting 
Sinai and Bethlehem on the way to 
the unspecified place. In fact, Jeru- 
salem is not mentioned in the Koran 
at all. The Koran describes Moham- 
med’s night journey to “the farthest 
mosque” (al-masjid al-agsa) without 
any geographic reference. Only af- 
ter the Arab conquest of Jerusalem . 
did most Moslem commentators ἀδ- 
cide that Jerusalem's Temple Mount 
was the site of this ‘‘farthest 
mosque” — which was then built and 
has since been known as al-Aqsa.

Graffiti in Italy: The appearance 
of swastikas and anti-Semitic graffitti 
in Rome, Milan and Bologna early 
this month has prompted warnings 
of an upsurge of anti-Semitism 
among Italians, especially the far 
right. Leading Italian newspapers 
and commentators attributed the’ 
graffiti to neo-fascist groups. Some 
say they were roused by the daily 
media coverage of tough measures 
the Israeli security forces have taken 
to quell Palestinian rioting. . 

Alfonso di Nola, a prominent his- 
torian, told the newspaper Corriere 
della Sera that “intolerance against 
Jews is increasing in Italy.” He ob- 
served that “every time Israel enters 
into conflict with the Palestinians, 
there is an upsurge of racism.™ 

Slogans such as “Burn Jews” and 
“Jews to the ovens” have been 
spray-painted or scrawled on walis 
along Rome’s Via Ottaviano and in 
Milan and Bulogna. Voce Republi- 
cana, the official newspaper of the. 
Republican Party, attributed them 
to the neo-fascist Italian Social 
Movement. 

Tullia Zevi, president of the 
Union of tralian Jewish Communi- 
ties, said it would be necessary to 
reinforce vigilance in the schools. 
Luciano Tas, editor of the Jewish 
community newspaper Shalom, told 
Corriere della Sera, “The mass me- 
dia contribute to heighten the cli- 
mate with false and provocative 
reports." (JTA}

kes, following the signing of an 
amendment to the 1988 Defence 
Authorization Law by President 
Reagan last month. The new law 
requires the services to allow mem- 
bers to wear “neat and conservative 
religious appare] which is part of the 
observance of the religious faith | 
practised bythe members while in 
uniform” if it will not interfere with 
their military duties. 

The Defence Department spokes- 
man pointed out that, while service- 
men traditionally have been allowed 
to wear religious garments at reli- 
gious services, never before have 
they been allowed to wear them 
routinely. 

The National Jewish Commission 
on Law and Public Affairs (Colpa) 

hailed the new law. President Allen 
Rothenberg said it assures “that a 
symbol! of the Jewish faith would no 
longer be arbitrarily deemed as in- 
compatible with public service.” 

The bill was designed to reverse 
the March 1986 decision of the Su-

Josef Fraenkel, 84: Josef Fraen- 
kel, a leading Zionist, biographer of 
Theodor Herzl and an international- 
ly known journalist for much of this 
century, died in London earty this 
month at the age of 84, 

He was regarded as the foremost 
authority on Herzl's early life and 


as a storehouse of Jewish memories. 
In 1938, as Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency correspondent in Prague, 
Fraenkel reported on the Nazi inva- 
sion of Czechoslovakia and its im- 
mediate effect on the Jewish com- 
munity there, 

He was a member of the Zionist 
Revisionist movement, but broke 
with Jabotinsky when the latter se- 
ceded from the World Zionist Orga- 
nization in 1935. Instead, Fraenkel 


supported the moderate. Revisionist 
Meir Grossman, founder of the Jew- 
ish State Party, which remained in 
the WZO fold.

Cleveland launched yet an- 
other retaliatory drive, but it died at 
the 2 when Earnest Byner fumbied. 
Byner was on his way into the end 
zone when he was stripped by Jere- 
miah Castille, who recovered for the 
Broncos with 1:05 left. Denver 
punter Mike Horan ran out of the 
end zone for a safety with eight sec- 
onds to play, giving the Browns 
their final two points. 2 

The Browns. who trailed 21-3 at 
halftime and 28-10 in the third quar- 
ter, finally tied the score on Webster 
Slaughter's 4-yard reception 4:12 
into the fourth quarter. 


The victory gave Denver their 
third AFC .championshbip. The 
Broncos lost to Dallas in 1978 and 
the New York Giants last year in 
previous Super Bowl appearances. 
The last team to go to consecutive 
Super Bowls were the Redskins in 
1983 and 1984. Washington lost last 
year in the NFC championship game 
to the New York Giants . 


This next Super Bowl — the 22nd 
since the merger of the old Ameri- 
can and National Leagues -- will 
mark the first time that one of the 
starting quarterbacks is a black. 
Doug Willams, 32 years old, a grad- 


uate of black Grambling College in 
Louisiana, will fead the Redskins. 

Blacks, while well represented in 
afl other positions, have rarely suc- 
ceeded in becoming NFL quarter- 
backs ~ presumably because they 
didn’t have the leadership or intel- 
lectua} skills. But Williams, a 10- 
year veteran, has belied that myth. 

Ironically, he led Washington to 
victory just 48 hours after a well- 
known football commentator, Jim- 
my (“the Greek™) Snyder was fired 
by CBS Sports for making some rac- 
ist remarks about black athletes. 
Blacks, he said, are better athletes 
than whites because they were 
“bred to be that way,” going back to 
the U.S. Civil War when, during the 
slave trade, “the slave owner would 
breed his big woman with a big man 
so that he would have a big black 
kid.” 

Snyder, 70 years old, apologized. 
but that was not enough fo save his 
$400,000 a year job with CBS. 

Ira Berkow, 8 sports colummist in 
The New York Times. pointed to the 
Snyder comments and the Williams 
victory. “There are moments when 
the elements of time and place and 
improbable coincidence converge to 
make for dramatic events,’ he 
wrote yesterday, which also hap- 
pened to be the birthday of the Rev. 
Dr: Martin Luther King, Jr., the 
slain black civil rights leader.

The need to provide investors

basis. 

Foreign visitors to Israel are 
urged to open a VIP (Visit Israel 
and Profit) Account, which has the 
advantages of being “confidential 
and tax-free.” In Switzerland and

Luxembourg, Hapolaim 
“a private bank account that offers 
confidentiality plus professional 
portfolio management.” In the 
U.S., Hapoalim’s branches plug “ἃ 
full-service account that offers flexi- 
bility, competitive interest and is 
FDIC-insured.” The FDIC, or Fed- 
eral Deposit Insurance Corp., in- 
sures savings accounts. 

But beyond these subtle distinc- 
tions, which are easily decoded by 
people with money weighing on 
them, the trends in the the world 
market are the same — towards bet- 
ter and moré knowledgeable service. 

Where Hapoalim's new approach 
seeks to score is by marketing the 
special services available in each 
country throughout its international 
branch network. For example, visi- 
tors to Israel are offered the services 
available in the Israeli account. but 
are also informed of what is offered, 
for instance, in Switzerland. 

Hapoalim’s surge into private 
banking will affect more individual 
customers. But the bank's growing 
role in correspondent banking is 
nevertheless the more important de- 
velopment for the bank, and for the 
Israeli economy as a whole.

U.S. farmer is learning 
about Israeli agriculture

TEL AVIV — Wayner Stoker, an 
American dairy farmer, has come to 
Israel to learn how to save the fam- 
ly farm. This may seem unusual, 
since Israel always has been identi- 
fied with kibbutzim and moshavim 
rather than private farms. And, the 
financial crises of the kibbutzim and 
moshavim rival any en¢ountered in 
heartland America. 

Nevertheless, Stoker, who runs a 
farm outside Munnsville, New 
York, is hoping that Israel's scientif- 
ic approach to agriculture may pro- 
vide some insight into how the fam- 
ily farmer can hold out against the 
onslaught of agribusiness, which has 
the advantage of economies of scale. 

‘The 47-year-old farmer was nomi- 
nated by State Senator Larraine 
Hoffmann as the first recipient of 
the Volcani Institute's International 
Scholarship and Rescarch Fund 
Award in the U.S., allowing him to 
take a four-week programme cover-

Stoker knows firsthand about the 
financial crises farmers can face. In 
1975, he noticed problems with his 
Holstein dairy cattle. Tests on the 
herd uncovered higher than normal 
iron and manganese levels and scar 
tissue ic the lungs of one animal. 
The herd's production dropped, 
forcing him to sell his 90 head of 
cattle and take a job with the U.S. 
Agriculture : Department. He sus- 
pects that the problem was linked to 
a landfill in the neighbouring coun- 
try of Oneida, which had effluent 
running across the county line, two 
miles from.Stoker’s farm. 

Soil scientists said that a layér of 
fissure bedrock could be directing 
the effluent straight to his farm. The 
effluent was redi ἃ and Stoker 
went back into business in February 
1981, but he remembers the experi- 
ence. “It was like I was a failure,” 
he said. “It's a sad thing, leaving 
farming.”

PEKING -- Rising inflation is cast- 
ing a pall over China's self-congratu- 
latory mood as the communist na- 
tion celebrates the LOth anniversary 
of market-style reforms that have 
brought it unprecedented 
rosperity. 
Ἑ The inflation rate, officially re- 
ported at 6 per cent in 1986 and 7.5 
per cent last year, has gone into 
double digits in large cities and eat- 
en away at the income gains that 
were the chief advertisement for top

The problem bas become 50 séri- 
ous that officials worried about pub- 
lic discontent have slowed down the 
process of ending state subsidies aod 
lifting controls on the prices of sta- 
ple goods. 

Grumbfes are commonplace at 
food markets, where Chinese spend 
half of their salaries and where price 
increases have been most marked. 
A kilo; e-of fish that cost the 
equivalent of 16 U.S. cents two 
years ago now costs more than 55 
cents. The price of eggs and pork 
also has more than doubled. 

Bicycles, the main means of trans- 
portation for most Chinese, cost 
about $59 -the equivalent of eight 
weeks’ wages -- a year ago but rose 
to the equivalent of $85 this year, 
adding two more weeks work to the 
price. , 

“Prices go up as fast as wages,” 
says one factory worker. “My life 
gets no better.” 

The official New China News 
Agency says 40 per cent of the re- 
spondents to a recent survey said 
their net income fell in the first half 
of 1987 due to inflation. 

Government officials interviewed 
recently said only 10 per cent of the 
population - mainly intellectuals 
and retired people — actually have 
lost ground. But even a bigh State 
Council official who insisted a crisis 
had not been reached acknowl- 
cdges, “Ff the situation continues 
like this, it will grow unacceptable.” 

Spurred by the discontent, offi- 
cials have approached the problem 
with unusual frankness . 

“For a long time we thought that 
in socialist countries inflation did 
not exist,"' says Gao Tiesheng of the 
State Price Bureau. “But ... this 
concept is not realistic. Whether so- 
cialist or capitalist, as soon as you 
issue more currency than the actual 
economic [growth] there will be 
inflation.” 

Chinese and foreign economists 
agree about the cause: Demand is 
outstripping supply.

KIRYAT EKRON - Tadiran Ltd. 
has invested $3.5 million in 8 new 
series of assembly lines at its plant 
here to produce long-life alkaline 
batteries for military and consumer 
use, company officials said at a press 
tour yesterday. 

Tadiran established the produc- 
tion line last summer at the request 
of the IDF, which wanted extended- 
life batteries for use in lanterns, 
backpack radio transmitters and 
other equipment. 

The company imported the tech- 
nology and machinery to make alka- 
line cells from a European company 
that Tadiran officials declined to 
name. Production is running at a 
level of nine million battery cells a 
year, though the assembly lines can 
manufacture more than twice that. 
The types of cells produced are LR6

(AA), LR14 (C) and LR20 (D). 

Menachem Tsur, the battery divi- 
sion’s marketing manager, said Is-

Tax official hits plan to revive surcharge

Income Tax Commissioner Yair 
Rabinowitz voiced harsh criticism 
yesterday of the proposal to reim- 
pose for one more year the 10 per 
cent surtax on top income earners.

The surtax, which expired at the 
end of 1987, as the Treasury prom- 
ised, was imposed on the income tax, 
paid by people with monthly i- 
comes of over NIS 8,000.

One soldier, said Smerdon, 
hurled a cauliflower at one of the 
women, hitting her on the back of 
the neck.

Press, said the soldiers tried to chase 
reporters away, and a colonel 
named Avi said the women were 
“putting on a show.” 

“These women have plenty of 
food inside the camp. What we are 
doing is to show that they must 
abide by the curfew. My men and I 


personally each day take food from ' 


many trucks and distribute it our- 
selves,” be said. 

An IDF spokesman said the inci- 
dent had been “blown up out of alll 
proportion.” He went on: “There is 
ἃ curfew in effect and the soldiers 
are under orders to enforce it. There 
are sufficient supplies of food and 
other goods in the camp and the 
residents have enough opportunities 
to leave their homes to obtain these 
goods. There is no need for them to 
violate the curfew.” 

_Peopie at Nuseirat, one of the 
eight refugee camps under curfew in 
Gaza, said troops had divided the 
site into sections and were beating 
people who were breaking the regu- 
lations by being out in the streets. 
At least three injured people were 
taken to hospital in Gaza City. 

An IDF spokesman said the re- 
ports were exageerated, but added 
that physical force was being used to

At other Gaza refugee camps 
Scores of relatives of camp residents 
waited outside with food Parcels un- 
til the army opened the gates for the 
one hour “shopping break."

Prelude to breakthrough, 
or just a fata morgana? 


PERHAPS I AM seeing things, but 
several statements made by Shimon 
Peres, Yitzhak Shamir and Yasser 
Arafat in the last few weeks seem to 
fit into a single puzzle. 

On at least one occasion, Peres 
said that both he and Shamir have 
received messages from Arafat that 
the PLO is willing to open political 
negotiations with Israel. 

In addition, on several other occa- 
sions he has stated that those in 
Israel who insist on direct negotia- 
tions can have them only with the 
PLO, not with Jordan. He has add- 
ed that he sees no point in such 
negotiations because Israel is un- 
willing to discuss the establishment 
of a Palestinian mini-state in the 
West Bank and the Gaza Strip. His 
recent statements regarding the de- 
militarization of Gaza might also be 
Telated to this. 

What Shamir has been saying is 
that as soon as the disturbances 
come to an end, he will be willing to 
discuss full autonomy with the 
Palestinians. 

What Arafat said to the Nouvel 
Observateur, as published by the 
French weekly on January 1. was 
that he is willing to discuss the idea 
of an [sraeli-Palestinian confedera- 
tion. We were also informed on Ma- 
bar on January 12 that Arafat has 
announced his willingness to cease 
all terrorist activities inside Israel. 


ONE CONCLUSION that might be 
drawn from all these statements is 
that Arafat has proposed negotia- 


DOZENS of countries around the 
world yesterday honoured the birth- 
day of the slain civil rights leader, 
the Rev. Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. 
The U. 5. after a decade's struggle, 
finally recognized it as a national 
holiday. Israel traditionally marks 
the occasion in recognition of King’s 
moral leadership and support for Is- 
tael and the Jewish people. 

Rabbi Abraham Joshua Heschel 
declared that “Martin Luther King 
is a voice, a vision and a way. I call 
upon every Jew to hearken to his 
voice, to share his vision, to follow 
in his way.” King's vision included 
equality for the Jewish people, free- 
dom for Soviet Jewry and security 
for the State of Israel. 

Following the Six Day War, and 
eight days before he was assassinat- 
ed, King declared: 

“Peace for Israe] means security. 
and we must stand with all of our 
might to protect its right to exist. its 
territorial integrity. I see Israel, and 
never mind saying it, as one of the 
great outposts of democracy in the 
world and a marvellous example of 
what can be done, bow desert land 
almost can be transformed into an 
of brotherhood and 
democracy. 

Yet few today associate Israe} 
with brotherhood, let alone coexis- 
tence. Each death in Gaza, and each 
‘Israeli car that is stoned. renders 
another blow to coexistence, a term 
that has unfortunately become iden- 
tified with the Left. 

There must be recognition across 
the spectrum that there is an Arab 
minority and that coexistence within 
Israel proper, at the very least, is a 
necessity. The only alternative is to 
give in to the racism of Kahanism 
and believe that ridding the State of 
Israel of Arabs is the only way. 

Dr. King never faltered in his un- 
derstanding of racism, or in speak- 
ing out against it. “Racism is no

NEVERTHELESS, the possibility 
that the leaders of Herut and the 
Labour Party have deliberately re- 
frained from rejecting Arafat's ini- 
tiative out of hand is worthy of fur- 
ther examination.

In a fascinating analysis for the 
December issue of Spectrum, Pinhas 
Inbari, the territories’ correspon- 


dent of the Mapam daily Al Hamish- 
mar, argues that what part of the 
Likud and part of the Labour Party 
have in common is the Palestinian 
option for resolving the Arab-Israeli 
conffict. ‘es J 
According to this, the two opin- 
ions floating around in the Labour 
are the Palestinian option, 
whose spiritual father was Moshe 
Dayan, and the Jordanian option, 
whose spiritual father was Yigal Al- 
lon, While the former option per- 
ceives of a solution to be worked out 
by Israel and the Palestinians, the 
latter views Israel's negotiating part- 
ner in peace talks as being Jordan. 
The article argues that Yitzhak 
Rabin believes exclusively in the 
Jordanian option while Peres, de- 
spite all the talk of the international 
conference and negotiations with 


- Hussein, is really a firm believer in 


the Palestinian option, like his men- 
tor Dayan. 

In the Likud, accordingly. there is 
no Jordanian option, since in the 
Herut interpretation of history, Jor- 
dan is an unnatural political creature 
invented by the British, and the 
Hashemites are nothing but the 
usurpers of the Transjordanian half 
of Eretz Yisrael. 

The two options that have sup- 
porters in the Likud are the no- 
option (i.e,. there is no solution to 
the Arab-Israeli conflict in Eretz 
Yisrael), and the Palestinian option. 
as recently expressed by Moshe 
Amirav — some say with the tacit 
approval of Shamir and several oth- 
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er senior members of his political 


camp. 

On this basis, Inbari offers the 
following scenario: 

After the coming elections, a co- 
alition will be formed by the Labour 
Party and that part of the Likud 
which fears the prospect of either 
David Levy or Ariel Sharon becom- 
ing prime minister, and accepts the 
Palestinian option in principle. 

This scenario may be far-fetched. 
However, if the basic analysis re- 


garding the Palestinian option is cor-

mere American phenomenon,” he 
wrote. “Its vicious grasp knows no 
geographical boundaries.” 

His message of racial harmony 
challenges us in Israel to recognize 
the ugliness of Kahanism that exists 
within us, within our society, and to 
confront any manifestation of 
racism. 

Dr. King understood that for 
brotherhood to be achieved, an at- 
mosphere of values, not violence, 
must prevail. “Violence begets vio- 
lence; hate begets hate; and tough- 
ness begets a greater toughness. It is 
all a descending spiral, and the end 
is ee for everybody,” he* 
said. 


THE FACT THAT we never even 
use the term “brotherhood” with 
the Arabs is indicative of how far we 
still have to go with relations in Isra- 
el. And what of the struggle for 
peace? King’s truism that “One of 
the most persistent ambiguities we 
face is that everybody talks about 
peace as a goal, but among the 


- wielders of power, peace is practi- 


cally nobody's business. Many men 
cry, ‘Peace! Peace!” but they refuse 
to do the things that make for 


peace.’ 

King would have advocated 2 
non-lethal response by the IDF to 
the riots. Yet he would not be hypo- 
critical. He would have challenged 
the Arab community, as he did the 
angry black community in the U.S..

. This, philosophy and. strategy is 
one that, perhaps unwittingly. Han- 
δὰ Siniora and other Arabs hc em- 
ploying in encouraging a boycott. 
The force of moral shame is a pow- 
erful one with the Jewish people, 
especially among those Jews living 
in the Diaspora, who are becoming 
increasingly uncomfortable with Is- 
rael’s response to the current 
troubles. 

Yet the force of moral shame does 
not affect only world Jewry. Dr. 
King would recognize the uprisings 
as an effort by the Palestinians to 
demonstrate before the court of 
world opinion the urgent need for 
change. 


WHAT WOULD HAVE been his 
message to both Arabs and Jews? 
He would probably call on both to 
wage their battles in the spirit of 
non-violence. He would probably 
endorse a boycott by the Arabs, 


upon all sincere Christians to pray 
for her with wisdom and understand- 
ing. It is especially our hope that 
Arabs and Jews alike will tearn the

Herzl bad a dream much like the' 
one Dr. King implanted. To be 
equal before the nations, to be free 
of persecution, to walk in dignity. 

In basic terms, Dr. King’s mes- 
sage is — in Israel and wherever else 
there are injustices — that there is a 
responsibility not to shirk from mor- 
al issues, not to accept the status 
quo when it is unjust, and not to 
accept lip-servicé and tokenism 
from the leadership. The solution is 
acommunity of brotherhood, evoly- 
ing from a commitment to non-vio- 
lence ‘and to moral values. 

If we celebrate Dr. King’s great- 
ness, then we must accept the moral 
barometer he stood for.: We must 
honour Dr. King not only by cere- 
monies at the U.S. Embassy οἵ. 
planting trees in the Keren Kayemet 
forest bearing his name, but by ac-. 
cepting the universality of his mes- 
sage and applying it here at home. 
Then, and only then, can we truly 
do honour to the memory of a man 
as great as Martin Luther King Jr.
